rnoaiBiTiojr IMPRACTICABLE. 


We are already upon the eve of our 


cJly elfftion, in which the ultra prohi- 
bitlonUts are d«termin«d to make the 
teitue llcfi.se or no licer.sf. 


Notwithstanding the fact that the 


present license laws of the country ate 
the result of the tn< «t careful and ma- 
tured study of the liquor traffic, and 
its relations to society, and were urged 
and advocated by the best and most 
practical temperar.ce men of the na- 
tion ; notwithstanding the fact that 
men drank intoxicating liquors for cen- 
turies before the license system was in 
vogue; notwithstanding the fact that 
a practical vnrurcemnit of a rigid pro- 
hibitory law is absolutely impossible 
In the present condition of society; 
notwithstanding tlio fact that where 
there I as been an attempt to enforce a 
prohibitory law, It has driven men to 
vices as destructive to the bruins, the 
hearts, the affect Ions and the bodies of 
men as the use of Intoxicatlngliiiuors; 
notwithstanding ihi fact that the de- 
sire for stimulants U so wide-spread, 
deep-seated and universal Unit it CM 
never be removed or cntdicated by l:tw; 
notwithstanding the fact that if the 
present license sy»t*m were immedi- 
ately abolished in Uncutur, liquor sell- 
ers and drinkers would liuve recourse 
to toe gallon law. which would virtu- 
ally l«r out nil beveragcn except wbis 
ky, thus excluding the use of milder 
drinks which till candid men admit to 
be less injurious than whisky ; yet 
there are men in thU community, and 
many of them our very best cltizt us, 
who clamor loudly for the abolition of 
the license system In Decatur. 


No man who lint studied this ques- 


tion of prohibition and anti-prohibition 
will admit, when pressed on the sub 
ject, that such laws as these ultra and 
extreme fanatics demand, could be en-1 
forced, in th« present condition of so-1 
clely. The truth is, the |>rt sont laws j 
of this state are amply sufficient, if 
properly enforced, to prevent moHl of 
the evils complained of as resulting 
from the use of alcoholic stimulants. 
at least so f.ir as it is |» «sible for logis 
lation to correct these evils. 


The truth ii, that if the pleaders for 


extreme prohibitory enactment* were 
to devote one-tenth the energy, effort, 
time and means to winning men from 
their cups, and to tlie crcitirm of a 
healthy public sttntlment in favor of a 
rigid enforcement of the present laws 
«n our statute book*, th.it they do for 
the destruction of tho livjnse system, 
and to secure positions of pocuniary 
profit and power, we should sco the 
temperance movement moving grandly 
forward, and acujmpliahing an amount 
of good, within the 0011113 year, such 
«s has not been realized in all its past 
history. KrancU Murphy struck the 
key-note to success In the temperance 
movement, in his reform, but hardly 
bad it liBRAn to sweep over the country 
until deuuKugup* took posspsiion of it 
and sought to make it a means of riding 
into place and power, and turned it Into 
the channel of impracticable prohibi- 
tion agitation, stirring up, especially 
in this community, an amount of 
bitterness, hatred, animosity ai.ti strife 
such as has never before, liepti eipallcd 
in the political warfare of thU state. 


And to point their morals and adorn 


their tales the prohibition reformer* 
are always pointing us to ifaine as the 
halcyon state of bliss, and an exempli- 
fication of the success of their ideas. 
And yet it seems tint even there, pro- 
hibition Is far from taunt; a success ; 
that whilst there has been an abate- 
ment of rum drinking, yet terribly de- 
structive vices are taking its place, as 
witness the following from the Koston 
1'ost: 


A recent address of Oov. Garcelon 


before the Maine temperance conven- 
tion calls attention to various kinds of 
intemperance which have generally es- 
caped attention of reformers in ttut 
•tat*. He has been for jaany years an 
eminent physician of large practice, 
and a close observer of the habits of 
the people. lie spoke of the use of to- 
bacco as an increasing evil, especially 
among the young, the tendency of 
which is to cultivate an appe'ite for 
Mtronger stimulants, besides being de- 
leterious in itself. In addition to chew- 
ing and smoking, he sayssnuff-dtpptng 
is becoming almost universal. 
As he 


added himself, this fact many are ig- 
norant of, and excites surprise. The 
use of opiates has also increased to an 
alarming extent. 
Many a man, he 


says, his appeared upon the stand ad- 
vocating temperance who had in his 
packet a bottle of laudanum or black 
drops, which pave the way to an*early 
grave. The bidy, too. carries chloro- 
form and ether to moisten her h«nd- 
ksrottof with which to allay nervous 
excitement. As u practicing physician 
and observer of human nature, he plac- 
ed all the forms of iutemtwraace in the 
same category with the mteni|M>rate 
use of spirituous liquor», all of which 
demand correction, 


Such views were very timely, and 


all the more needful f ruin the fact that 


the temperance reformers have con- 
fined their efforts Un closely to but 
one phase of the great evil and, as a 
mle, prescribed but one remedy for 
that. They have proceeded too much 
upon the ground that if they co»ld pro- 
hibit the sale of intoxicating drinks 
there would be n» more drunkenness 
and the wcrk of reform would be com- 
plete. Hence hanging rurasellers has 
been advocated as the suitable penalty 
for their offenses, and as the appropri- 
ate remedy for intemperance. This is 
Gen. Ne*l Dow's specific, and his views 
are potential on the suoject In view 
of Gov. Garcelon's disclosures there is 
a demand for something more effective 
than the hand of the executioner. Or, 
if that is to be the accepted agent for 
curing one kind of intemperance, and 
is efficient, it should be prescribed for 
the dealers in opium and tobacco. 


There can be no question that opium- 


eating has Increa ed to a fearful ex- 
tent. Not long since frotn Staunton, 
Va., a conference of druggists report- 
ed that the ratio of increase of sales in 
1877 over 1870 was 05 per cent., in 1870 
over the preceedlng year, t»4 per cent., 
and in 1875 over the preceding year 50 
per cent 
That was in another section 


of the country, and was thought to be 
a peculiar characteristic of theShenau- 
doah valley. But we will venture the 
assertion that the percentage of In- 
crease in Maine has been quite as large 
and that the sales of diuggists since 
the prohibitory legislation has been in 
vogue will so slow. If such Is the 
fact, the change from the use of intox- 
icating liquors to opium is far from 
being an improvement. Gov. CJ.irce- 
lon has done the people a good service 
by directing attention to new channels 
of inquiry. If followed up it will he 
found that the "Maine !»*•" has not 
been the grand Instrument of reform 
claimed in its behalf, and that, after 
all that cai. bo an id and done to correct 
personal and poolal evils, nothing will 
lw found so i rterth o us gocd example 
and an appeal to the Holier nature of 
tbt) individual and society.

CLKVKLAND, O., Feb. 14.—Long be- 


fore the hour fixed for the execution 
of Charles Mat-GUI for the murder of 
Mary Kelloy, the vast crowd began to 
gather around the jail, but only about 
fifty persons were admitted, consisting 
of friends, physicians und reporters. 
At 12:04 McGill was brought on the 
scaffold, accompanied by* Sheriff Wil- 
cox and his assistant, and McGill's 
spiritual adviser, the Kev. .Lathrop 
Cooley. Mclill showed no outward 
emotion, and made the remaik when he 
shook hands with the sheriff, "My 
nerves are as steady as yours are now." 
At 12I04K the drop fell. 
McGilf 


made no remarks to the spectators, 
probably owing to the good judgment 
and advice of his friends. 
A slight 


smile was discernable as lie ascended 
the scaffold. 
He was dressed in a suit 


of black broadcloth, and wore a white 
cravat and light gloves. 
His heart 


censed to beat in \3% minutes. Every- 
thing passed off like clock-work, and 
experienced ones say that they never 
witnessed a more scientific execution. 
The body will be taken by bis brothers 
to Athens, Ohio, for burial. 
McGUI's 


crime, which was committed Due. 2, 
1677, was one of deliberate muidi-r. 
It was published everywhere at the 
time of ita perpetration, as the coolest 
and most cruel destruction of life that 
was ever committed. 
McGill had a 


wife and family, whom he deserted to 
take up with a woman, K«lley, whom he 
afterwards killed. He and HUB wo- 
man h ul been on the most intimate 
tfrms up to a short time before the 
killing, when some misunderstanding 
occurred, prompted, it is said, by jeal- 
ousy on the p.trt of her luraraour. 
Nothing was done, however, by Me- 
Gill until December 2, when he went 
as usual to Mary's house, and. after 
greeting her in a kindly and loving 
spirit, and kissing her, he drew a re- 
volver and shot her dead. 
He never 


confessed the cause of the deed, and 
maintained a stolid silence and caieless 
attitude as to his fate, even up to the 
moment of his death. 


Since his imprisonment be spoke 


much of his mother and of the little 
unes to whom he denied'a father's 
care, and when in the presence of those 
before whom he felt free to talk spoke 
often ot Mary, bis mistress, for whose 
murder he was banged. He said ho 
expected to meet her soon, and was 
very full of faith or loaded down with 
hypocrisy. A Disciple minister was 


almost constantly with him. At times 
he seemed disposed to be quite jolly, 
and told a reporter that the popular 
idea that he waa very miserable wai 
all a mistake. He made light of the 
hammering on the scaffold during its 
erection, and enjoyed a cigar and a 
good meal as well as ever. He wrote, 
farewell letters to many of his friends 
yesterday.

The lady was 
very cool about it, and said Boone hod 
been sUnderine her, which she did not 
propose to allow. S!ie 'is from Fort 
Branch, Ind., and as handsome as grit- 
ty.
